Washington, April 4.—The sensa- 

tional “house-cleaning” begun by Pres- 
ident Harding in the government en- 
graving bureau, has now spread to 
the treasury department, it is official- 
ly disclosed. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Dover conferred with Harding late 
Tuesday on charges already effected 
and more conte:nplated in the cus- 
toms, internal revenue and prohibition 
divisions of the treasury. 

The customs shake-up has been com- 
pleted with 455 changes in the person- 
nel of 5,000, which has conducted the 
work of that division. 

Other Changes Coming. 

Commensurate changes are to be 
made in the internal revenue bureau 

| of 7,000 employees, 300 changes al- 
Wiready haying been ordered. The in- 
'™ come tax division of the revenue bu- 
~  yeau is now under the ecrutiny ‘of 
Dover and it is estimated that fully 
300 changes wi!] be made there, It 
was in the customs and revenue bu- 
reaus that charges of congressmen 
have been directed at the retention of 
employees who were established un- 
der the McAdoo-Roper administration 

of the treasury. 

After “cleaning up” the income tax 
division. Dover will proceed to the 
prohibition division, employing 7,000 
men and women. It is during this 

general raid that some political lead- 
ers here believe Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Biair may resign. 
: Alleges Laxity. 

Dover justifies his actions by the 
delays and laxities he alleges have 
marked the work of the various divi- 
sions. Customs collections, he _ told 
Harding, are millions of dollars in ar- 
rears.

Mrs. B..M. Boykin, prominent At- 
lanta woman who may abandon her 
jdans to sun for the legislature in 
order to enter the race for tax re- 
ceiver of Fulton county to succeed 
the late T. M. Armistead, Tuesday 
night stated that if she decides to 
enter the latter race and is elected 
she will refuse to accept “the exorbi- 
tant salary that goes with the office, 
and will return to Fulton county all 
save a fair sum for the work.” 

The fees of the office for the last 
year, as recently reported, were $36,- 
852.75, and her pronounced inten- 
tion to return all save a fair sum ft 
the county in event she decides t 
make the race and is elected, is a part 
of Mrs. Boykin’s program of oppo- 
sition to the fee system now in 
vogue. 

Not Decided on Race, 

“T have not yet definitely decided 
whether to alter my plans and enter 
the race for tax receiver,’ Mrs. Boy- 
kin declared. “I would much pre- 
fer to go to the legislature, where I 
fee] that I could accomplish a great 
deal for needed constructi¢ce legis- 
lation. However, I feel that there 
is a certain moral responsibility rest- 
ing on me in the local situation, and 
if the fizht on the fee system is to 
be left upon the shoulders of a woman 
I will not hesitate tv do what I 
consider my full duty.” 

Mrs. Boykin stated that she had 
been apyroached by many of her 
friends with reference to entering the 
race for tax receiver, but she stated 
it will be several days before she is 
ready to make a definite announce- 
ment of her decision in the matter.

HIGHLY ELATED 
OVER AGREEMENT 


Provisions of Decision 

Reached at Conference 
of City and Railroads 
Given Unqualified In- 
dorsement. 


‘GREAT FORWARD STEP,’ 
STATES HARRINGTON 


Approval of the provisions of the 
substantially complete agreement be- 
tween railroads and the city for erec- 
tion of the Spring street viaduct, 
which was reached at a meeting in 


the mayor’s office Tuesday morning, . 


was voiced after the meeting by John 
Lyle Harrington, associate engineer, 
and Walter G. Cooper, chairman of 
th® viaduct committee. 

Actual work on the viaduct will 
start within four or five weeks, it 
was stated. The viaduct will reach 
from the foot of Spring street over 
the railroad tracks and over Madison 
avenue to Mitchell street. The For- 
syth street underpasses will be closed, 
and another passageway to the rail- 
road yards will be opened by widen- 
ing and extending Fairlie street from 
Marietta street. This portion of the 
street is now a mere alleyway be- 
tween the Rhodes building and the 
Beck & Gregg Hardware company 
building. 

Two lateral approaches are ipn- 
cluded in plans for the bridge. One 
is to be constructed from Alabama 
street and another from Hunter 
street, both on the east side of the 
vinduct. The plans also provide for 
improved approaches to the freight 
yards*from Bartow street. 

John Lyle Harrington, of the firm 
of Harrington, Howard & Ash, of 
Kansas City, and L. W. Robert, of 
Robert & Co., Atlanta, are associate 
engineers on the project. 

Will Relieve Congestion. 

Mr. Harrington, in discussing the 
agreement, declared that in his opin- 
ion it provided relief of traffic con- 
gestion “in a measure vastly greater 
than any other plan that has been 
under discussion and vastly out of 
proportion to the total cost.” 

Mr. Cooper stated that his com- 
mittee believes that the last obstacle 
to construction of the viaduct and 
removal of the Forsyth street under- 
pass has been removed, and he was 
delighted with the progress shown by 
the agreement. 

“The provision of adequate means 
of ingress and egress at the freight 
yards by way of Bartow street and 
Fairlie street insures permanently the 
most conomic possible course of traf- 
fic to and from the freight houses,” 
stated Mr. Harrington. 

“This is a matter of vital impor- 
tance to the business interests of the 
eity, for every block of unnecessary 
distance such traffic must travel is 
heavy tax on all mercantile and man- 
ufacturing* industries. 

“The main viaduct will afford a 
frée and uninterrupted means of ac- 


cess from the Terminal station to the 
residential and to the business por- 
tions of the city, and will greatly re 
lieve the present congestion on For- 
syth. Broad and Whitehall streets,

Washington, April 4.—Demand for 
investigation by the department of jus- 
tice of charges that the Anti-Saloon 
League of America had failed to re- 
port campaign expenditures as requir- 
ed under the corrupt practices act 
was made in the house today by Rep- 
resentative Tinkham, republican, Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Making the charges himself, Mr. 
Tinkham declared it would be “abso- 


lutely futile” to expect an investiga- 


tion by congress because of “the com- 
plete contro] of the house by the Anti- 
Saloon League and its abject obedi- 
ence to the dictates of the league.” 
Mr. Tinkham charged specifically 
that the league had violated the cor- 
rupt practices act by not making re- 
turns from 1910, the year of the law’s 
enactment, until 1920; by not giving 


the names and addresses of all persons 
receiving $10 or more in.the returns 
filed by Wayne B. Wheeler, its gen- 
eral counsel, “undet protest” in 1920 
and by the non-reporting under the 
act of branches of the league in West 
Virginia, Maryland, Wisconsin, Colo- 
rado, Oregon and Iowa. 
Charges Siany Failures. 

“Complete failure” also was charg- 
ed by the Massachusetts house mem- 
ber “‘to file returns with the clerk of 
the house of numerous other state 
branches of the league which received 
or disbursed money in connection with 
the congressional election in 1920, 
notably the states of New York, lenn- 
sylvania and Minnesota.” 

“The records of the clerk of the 
house disclosed a failure of the league 
and its subsidiaries to obey federal 
statutes,” Mr. Tinkham declared. “Not 
only in one case, but in many.” 

The Massachusetts member said 
he desired to “draw attention” to a 
leaflet} recently issued by Parker 
Shields, superintendent of the Ten- 


nessee Anti-Saloon league, asking for 
contributions which, he said, contain- 
ed this statement:

The government would not look 
with favor upon coal price increases, 
Mr. Daugherty said, adding that he 
“saw no reason at this time to believe 
that disorder need be feared,” but 
asserting that the government “will 
perform whatever may be its duty in 
the premises,” if~local and state 
agencies cannot maintain peace, 

The house committee action came 
after its members had spent two days 
listening to discussion of the strike 
from the miners’ viewpoint by 
John L. Lewis, president of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers. Mr. Lewis aassur- 
ed the committee he would advise 
his associates to negotiate with any 
“representative group” of operators 
from the central field, which includes 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and western 
Pennsylvania, even though not all 
of the operators could be induced to 
deal again with the union. 

The union, he insisted, would not 
and could not settle with disputes in 
other states until this basis had been 
established for a national wage level. 

Lewis Defends Proposal. 

The committee decided to appeal 
direct to the representative of opera- 
tors’ groups in the states named, and 
Mr. Lewis tonight declared it bad 
“put forward a proposition worth 
considering.”

ANTHRACITE STRIKE 
IS TIGHTENING. 

New York, April 4.—Steps toward 
more rigid enforcement of the anthra- 
cite strike order were taken by union 
officials here today when John J. 
Mates. international board member of 
the United Mine Workers, ordered 
union miners of the semi-unionized 
Lykens briquet mine at Wiconisco, 
Pa.. to immediately leave their posts 

Mr. Mates’ order was contained in a 
telegram to James E. Kellof, secretary 
of the union local at Wiconisco, de- 
manding that the plant be evacuated 
in accordance with the general order 
of April 1.

court justice and prominent in finan- 
cial circles of the state, today was 
held under $5,000 appearance bond 
pending an investigation by a coro- 
ner’s jurv into the death of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Paul W. Beck, assistant 
commandant of Post Field aviation 
station at Fort Sill, Okla.. who was 
killed early today at Day’s home here, 

Day told county authorities that he 
struck the officer on the head with a 
reva'vnr ofter findin~ him in his home 
attem=ting to force his attentions on 
Mrs. Day. Beck was instantly killed 
when the revolver was accidentally 
discher-ed, Day said. The impact of 
the blow caused the weapon to ex: 
plode, he declared. ) 

Gives Detailed Story. 


According to his detailed statement 
to newspaper mon which was recorded 
by the eounty attorney, Day was re- 
turning to kis home early this morn- 
ing after he had taken some friends 
home from a party at his house, at 
whe’ Beck was the guest of. honor. 
and as he drove up the driveway in 
his autor-“ile he saw his wife and 
Beck seated on a divan in the draw: 
ing room. Dav observed the officer 
recrh for his wife, he said, and a 
strneele ensned., 

“She fought him. Tt was an awful 
battle between them.” Dav said. “T 
naused but a moment, then opened 
the door to see Bec back through 
the curtains between the drawing 
room and dining room. I rushed up 
the stairs and obtained my revolver, 

Wife 0. K.’s Story. 

“Returning to the dining room, I 
commanded: ‘You get out of here!’ 
And with this he drew back his hand 
as if to strike.” 

Day said he then landed a blow 
with the revolver on the aviator’s 
head and the gun was discharged. 

Mrs. Day corroborated her hus- 
band’s statement. The coroner's jury

Seturday afternoon.

These petitioners alleged 
that thcy bought their stock at the 
solicitation of D. J, Henderson, Jr., 
then cashier of the Citizens bank, that 
he fraudulently represented to them 
that the bank was solvent, when as 
a matter of fact it was insolvent at 
that time, gnd thet Henderson knew it. 

Theretore, the petitioners requested 
that the sale be set aside. ¢ Further 
they claim that even though they 
should be held liable for the obliga- 
tions of the bank, they should be lia- 
ble only for debts incurred after they 
bought their stock. Also, the tangled 
condition of the affairs was set forth 
and it was askei that a receiver be 
appointed in order that its affairs 
might be adjudicated. 

The bank officials denied all alle- 
gations set forth in the petition. Judge 
Eve denied the necessity for a receiv- 
er holding that as the bank was al- 
ready in the hands of the state offi- 
cials, that the superintendent of banks 
had not aske! for the assistance of 
a court of equicy, and that its affairs 
should remain in his hands for the 
present. It was further held that the 
allegations of fraud and their denial 
set up a question of fact which should 
be passed upen py a jury at the reg- 
ular term of court. The state authori- 
ties were restrained from enforcing 
the collection of the levy until a jury 
could pass upon the matter in dis- 
pute.

FOR FARM CREDITS 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, April 4.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—In a speech 
before the house today, Representative 
W. C. Lankford, of Georgia, strongly 
urged the passage of his bill creat- 
ing farmers’ finance corporation for 
the purpose of approving and certi- 
fying land titles in order that loans 
mav be negotiated at reasonable costs. 
The bill, which was introduced several 
weeks ago, is intended to give owners 
of farm lands a recognized and ap- 
proved loan value in the form of a 


government certificate, whieh may be 
accepted as official security for loans 
limited by the amount for which the 
property is approved. 

During the course of his remarks, 
Congressman Lankford said, in part: 

“Can there possibly be a better loan 
system than the one here proposed, 
which will enable the farmers of our 
country to borrow the money they 
need, when needed, for as long a time 
as needed and _ without exorbitant 


fees? 
Will Help All. 

“A system which will enable them 
without delay and extra cost to re- 
borrow and repay from time to time 
as desired any amount limited only 
by the approved value of the property. 
The system proposed will help not 
only the farmers, but the entire coun- 
try. 

Ny. am sure the banks throughout 
the country will gladly co-operate in 
the operations under this bill. ~ - 
cially is this true of the country banks. 
The banks wuuld know that the farm- 
ers had an approved credit for thou- 
sands of dollars on their farms and 
would gladly make any advances for 
short-time .the farmers might need, 
knowing that the farmers could se- 
cure money from the farmers finance 
corporation any day to take care of 
their notes to the bank. The banks 
would gladly cash the farmers’ notes 
under my plan and draw on the cor- 
porotion, for the money would be han- 
dled through the bank and much of 
it left for deposit. 

The amount the farmer had to his 
approved credit would be worth as 
much: to him ag though he had it in 
hand or on deposit for he would know 
he could .get it any day and yet it 
would cost him nothing in the way 
of interest until he called for it. 

Shock Absorber. 

This bill would help the farmers and 
help every one that the farmers do 
busir--~ with. The cred:tors the 
farmers would more gladly carry the 
items due them by the farmers and 
the tarmers could more easily carry 
the items due them by others. The 
whole country would be benefited. A 
confidence of great value would be: 
established. 

“This bill, if enacted into law, would 
be a great shock absorber in times of 
depression or panic. All the country 
banks have a large number of farm- 
ers who are stockholders, directors and 
other officials, Let one of these banks 
be about to close its doors for lack 
of ready cash while its directors, 
stockholders and creditors have manv 
times the amount of money needed 
by the bank. -- approved credit under 
the terms of this bill and what \..uld 
happq@i? There never would be much 
dunver of the bank closing. The whole 
country would be much safer from 
financial depression and panics. The 
farmers would fe encouraged to keep 
as large an approved credit as possi- 
ble to be used in emergency.”

ADVICE IS GIVEN 
TO PEACH GROWERS 


Peach growers are advised by -the 
Fort Valley government . and ~ state 
laboratory that Hileys and Albertas 
are now ready for the second applica- 


tion ot rour pounds of powdered ar- 
senate of lead, twelve pounds of storie 
or unslaked lime to each 200 gallons 
of water. 

“This is undoubtedly tne most im- 
portant application for the first gen- 
eration of the curculio, and should be 
applied just as soon as the calyx or 
‘shuck’ slips off of the peach, thereby 
exposing it,” the laboratory declares 
“If this application is delayed until 
after the peaches have pveen exposed 
for several days, many eurculio eggs 
will be deposited which will result 
in a heavy April drop. 

“After the Hiley and Aiberta acre 
age is completed spray Georgi Belles, 
Carmen, Barly Kose and the early 
varieties, making an effort to prompt- 
ly spray each variety just as soon as 
the ‘shucks’ shed. If dust is used 
instead of the liquid, the -8@-5-15 
formula is recommended. 

“Carelessness in making the first 
application has been observed in a 
number of orchards, and growers are 
warned that if better spraying is not 
done,+utfavorable results at harvest 
is quite probable. This carelessness 
is not entirely with the negro laborer, 
as growers themselves have been ob- 
served mixing up spray materials, 
etc., without any attention to instruc- 
tions given out. Quite often materials 
other than those recommended by the 
government and state are being used, 
and growers who use these materials 
will have only themselves to blame if 
they harvest a wormy or rotten peach 
crop.

CLEVER SMUGEIN 
SCHEME UNCOVERED 


Savannah, Ga., April 4.—(Special.) 
Charlie Jung Fore, a Chinese laun- 
dryman, Chinaman, resident here for 
years, is being held for federal inves- 
tigation into what is said to be one 
of the cleverest celestial stunts on 
record. His arrest followed a raid 
on the headquarters of a recently or- 
ganized “tong” here—ten Chinamen 
being caught gambling, the leader of 
the tong being fined $100 and nine 
others $25 each and several held for 
farm. sentences in addition. The raid 
discovered the alleged Fore stunt 
which resulted in his being held to 
await immigration agents who will 
take further action. 

It is alleged that local Chinamen, 
with Fore a leader, fed a party of 
twenty-seven Chinamen last summer 
who were being deported from New 
York back to China—having been 
smuggled to this country for various 
sums paid members of steamer crews, 
some paying as high as $800 for pas: 


sage. 

All the Chinamen looked and talked 
alike. When the China-bound vessel 
sailed, she carried twenty-seven men— 
but two unrecognized were residents 
of Savannah with papers in thei 
pockets officially allowing them to 
return to America. They had substi- 
tuted themselves fot two chosen ones 
of the number being deported—eand 
that pair remained in Savannah while 
the Savannah Chinamen took the trip 
home at the expense of the govern: 
ment. 

Since their return, it is said rela: 
tives of one of the number who re 
mained here sent $1,500 to Fore and 
another local is said to have received 
a larger amount from the relatives ot 
the other “visitor.” It is said to be 
doubtful now if the two Savannah 
Chinamen will be allowed to return 
to America—and the two who stayed 
behind will be likely deported after 
all. The clever exchange of local men 
for two of the group being deported 
was effected in the barracks of the 
police departmeat where the _ aliens 
were detained and cared for, with the 
assistance of fellow countrymen here,

The 
changes in personnel made during the 
winter by trades of purchases have 
strengthened the majority of the clubs, 
and, although the Boston fans* have 
howled over the alleged destruction ot 
their team, it looks to me as if Duffy, 
while figuring loss on paper, has 
gained actual playing strength. I 
cannot be certain of this until the 
final figures are compiled, but on the 
theory that the stars he sold or traded 
were useless to him, no matter how 
strong they may make other teams, he 
will gain. 

As is usual, we find that the old 
edict that “Them as has gits” still 
holds true. At the present time (and 
remembering this doping has to be 
done during the early stages of train- 
ing, and then amended in the final 
calculations), the Mew York Giants 
seem to have more strength. In study- 
ing these newcomers in any Club, 
it is not proper to figure that a strong 
man adds that mucy strength to a 
team. Strength wasted on the bench 
is not real strength. An auto in the 
garage never gets to work rapidly. 

The fact that the ‘tiants can utilize 
most of their newfound strength 
makes it valuable. 

GIANTS LEAD 
IN NET GAIN. 

On points, the Giants lead in net 
strength, Washington a close second, 
Cards third and Detroit close behind. 
On total gain of strength (chiefly 
nonavailable), the Yankees show a 
lead, as they have picked up much 
promising material. Pittsburg, which 
shows a fair gross gain, is lable to 
show a scant net gain or an actual] 
loss in strength. 

Funny way to figure, it may seem 
to the fans, but bench strength is 
helpful only as often as it can be used. 

The Yankees Lave added a tremen- 
dous amount of strength. Jones and 
Bush, acqired from\Boston, are known 
quantities, and their gain is net—as 
all pitching gains must be figured. 
The catching staff Las added De Vor- 
mer, who came last scason and still is 
coming, although Hofman is the great 
promise of the circuit in catching.

Of Bootleg Liquor 
‘Fit for Drinking 


So Declare Prohibition Chem- 
ists Who Analyze Captured 
Booze at Washington. 


BY JOHN GLEISSNER, 

United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, April 4.—Ninety-eight 
per cent of the liquor now being sold 
in violation of the prohibitory laws 
is unfit for drinking. 

This is the declaysation of J. M. 
Doran, head of the industrial alcohol 
and chemical division of the prohibi- 
tion unit. It is supported by the 
findings of William VY. Linder and his 
staff of chemists in the prohibition 
unit’s laboratories, where samples of 
seized liquors are analyzed. 

The writer supposed most of the 
talk about poisonous liquors was 
“dry” propaganda. But after he yis- 
ited the laboratories, and talked with 


the men who are actually making the 
examinations of the fearful mixtures 
that are sold for beverages, he is con- 
vineed the estimate may be just about 
correct. 

40,000 Samples. 

During the past year, according to 
ene the internal revenue labora- 
ories examined approximately 40,000 
samples, of which 20,000 were illicit 
liquors. Not more than 2 per cent 
were what would have been known as 
“fair whisky” in the days before pro- 
hibition; that is, whisky aged in the 
wood. 

“The balance ranged from rank 
deadly poison containing wood alco- 
hol to milder poisons, but which would 
undoubtedly produce the same result 
if consumed for a sufficient length of 
time,”’ said Doran, “‘the differeng be- 
ing one of degree only.” . 

Samples which are reaching the pro- 
hibition laboratories show that the 
bonded whisky of pre-prohibition days 
is gradually and surely disappearing. 
The good whisky reaches the consum- 
er chiefly through the use of prescrip- 
tions, but even some of the drug store 
product is bad. 

Fake “Bonded” Whisky. 

“A great deal of illicitly distilled 
liquor:is vended to the public under 
the guise of straight whisky bottled 
in bond,” said Doran. ‘This stuff is 
frequently covered with forged labels, 
caution notices, and carries a forged 
strip stamp over the neck of the bot- 
tle. Some of these forgeries are very 
clever and only skilled persons are 
able to detect them. 

“The contents of the bottles, how- 
ever, are of exceedingly uncertain 
quality. The laboratories have exam- 
jned numbers of samples of so-called 
Sotch whisky thought to be smuggled, 
and hence probably pure. The fake 
labels. have been faynd to cover an 
equally vicious concoctions and mix- 
tures as sold under domestic labels. 

“A small proportion of the so-called 
whisky and gin is prepared from 
what at one time was a reasonably 
pure commercial alcohol, but by the 
time it has been doctored, by way of 
the particular flavoring extracts de- 
sired, into what could be sold as 
whisky or gin, a mixture has been 
prepared which is a great distance 
removed from the original pure com- 
mercial alcohol. 

Flavors Are Toxic. 

“Practically all of the so-called syn- 
thetic flavors used in the manufacture 
of whisky or gin are in themselves 
toxic and intensely irritant, and the 
drinker is affected proportionately. 
These classes constitute what might 
be termed the high class bootleg sup- 
ply at present.” 

Only a small part of the harmful 
liquors sold, Linder explained, would

COST OF LIVING 
SHOWS DECREASE 
FROM WAR PRICES 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, April 4.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—lInteresting 
figures on the cost of living in At- 
lanta from December, 1918, up to the 
first of January, 1922, are found in 
a statistical report issued today by 
the bureau of labor statistics, United 
States department of labor. 

According to the report, the cost of 
living in Atlanta at the beginning of 
the present year was 18.7 per cent 
higher on an average than it was 
during the year in which the United 
States entered the war. The figures, 
however, show a decrease of 23 per 
cent over the peak of war-time prices 
as found during June of 1920, when 
the cost of living showed an increase 
of 46.7 per cent. 

The items upon which the compila- 
tion was made -include food, fuel and 
light, clothing, housing, furniture and 
furnishings, and miscellaneous neces- 
Saries. 

Comparative figurts on living ex- 
penses for the Georgia city and thir- 
teen selected cities of the country show 
that it is cheaper to live in Atlanta 
than in eight ot the remaining twelve, 
while Birmingham, Cincinnati, Rich- 
mond and St. Louis costs are below 
the figure given. On the whole, how- 
ever, there was a jmreponderance in 
favor of southern cities, except in the 
ease of Cincinnati, which with a rec- 
ord of 15.3 per cent, presented the 
lowest cost on the list. 

While the present increase of 18.7 
per cent represents additional costs 
over 1917, it does not include increas- 
ed living expenses from the year fol- 
lowing the outbreak of the European 
war. Although this estimate was not 
included in the list of thirteen cities 
of which Atlanta was named, com- 
parative figures on adjacent territory 
shows that to this total should be 
added approximately 35 per cent, as 
repfesentative of the increase between 
the outbreak of the European war 
and December, 1918, which makes the 
present cost of living in Atlanta about 
53 per cent higher than it was in 
1913. 

Computed on the same basis, Sa- 
vannah shows an increased cost of 
living of 66.2 per cent, which is the 
official figure named. . The highest 
figure in the entire country was De- 
troit, with an estimated 82.4 per cent. 

An analysis of the items named in 
the report discloses that food and 
clothing in Atlanta is 7.2 per cent 
and 8.3 per cent cheaper, respectively, 
than they were in 1918, while on the 
other hand housing costs have soared 
to 61.4 above the 1918 figure. The 
other articles mentioned are, accord- 
ing to the report, from 1 per cent 
less, as is the case of furniture and 
furnishings, to approximately 20 per 
cent higher.

— Early Stock Advances

New York, April 4—10day was anotner million-share day on the 
stock exchange. But unlike yesterday, when the price trend was only 
one way, upward, there was a two-sided market. During the first 
hour no less than 485,000 shares changed hands, the largest turnover 
for a single hour since April 21, 1920, when, between 2 and 3 o'clock, ~ 
740,000 shares changed hands. For a time this morning it looked like 
yesterday’s performance was to be repeated. Studebaker, Steel com- 
mn and other shares, as yesterday, did make new high records for 
the year. But after the first hour professional traders raided the 
market, selling short and uncovering “stop-loss” orders. Thereafter 
there was much profit taking, Studebaker dropping from 119 1-4 to 
114, followed by losses of from 1 to 3 points in other shares. 

Studebaker shareholders held their annual meeting today. One of 
the stockholders wanted to know if there was to be a stock dividend. 
President Erskine said the matter had been given no consideration. 
He did say, however, that during March all monthly high records 
for production and sales had been broken. Production for the month 
was 10,433 cars, he said, with sales 13,000. For the first quarter, he 
added, production was 26,675, an increase over last year of 143 per 
cent, with sales 23,000, an increase of 100 per cent. The schedule 
for the second quarter, he said, was for 30,000 cars. C. L. Backus, a 
member of the Studebaker staff of executives, was elected a director 
to succeed the late A. Barton Hepburn. 

Bethlehem shareholders also held their annual meeting today. 
With Chairman Schwab and President Grace on hand, somebody 
wanted to know if there was anything in the widely circulated ru- 
mors that dividends were to be passed or reduced.

Considering that some of our 
most enthusiastic distributors § and 
users are in Ohio, the present rubber 
center of the country. it seems 
strange that a Yoyal Atlanta citizen 
should hesitate to patronize his home 
factories.”
